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FOREIGN  NEWS  ON  APPLES 

THE  HAMBURG  APPLE  MARKET 
About  66,000  boxes,  29,000  barrels  and  23,000  baskets  of  American 
apples  were  offered  at  the  Hamburg    auction  Thursday, Dec ember  11,  as 
against  105,000  boxes,  30,000  barrels  and  6,000  baskets  last  week,  ac- 
cording to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the 
Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    This  is  several 
times  the  quantity  of  American  apples  on  the  auction  at  this  time  last 
year.    Prices  fluctuated  above  and  below  last  week's  prices  for  differ- 
ent varieties,  but  on  the  whole  prices  were  similar  to  those  paid  last 
week.    Mr.  Motz  reports  that  the  market  was  active  at  these  levels. 
These  prices  compare  favorably  with  those  ruling  on  the  British 
markets .
